~ 21. (Amended) A method of replaying a portion of a video comprising the steps of: 

receiving, during a playing of a video, and from a us e r actuation of a single replay r e qu e st 
control el e ment, a replay request to replay a portion of the video , the portion of the video being 
responsive to a preestablished amount of time ; 

changing, responsive to the replay request and to a preestablished audio preference , an 
audio of the video; and 

playing, responsive to the replay request, the portion of the video and the changed audio 
from a replay position in th e video pr e c e ding an initial position in th e vid e o at which th e r e play 
r e qu e st was rec e iv e d. ; and 

discontinuing, responsive to the replay request, the playing of the changed audio. 

22. (Amended) The method of claim 21 wherein the changed audio is selected from the 
group consisting of the audio at an increased volume, the audio with an increased dialog audio 
volume, the audio with an increased dialog audio volume relatively to a background audio volume, 
and the audio utilizing an alternative dialog audio language; and wherein the r e play position 
pr e c e d e s th e initial position by a period of r e play tim e that portion of the video is cumulative 
responsive to a successive replay request. 

23. (Amended) The method of claim 21 wherein the changed audio is selected from the 
group consisting of the audio at an increased volume, the audio with an increased dialog audio 
volume, the audio with an increased dialog audio volume relatively to a background audio volume, 
and the audio utilizing an alternative dialog audio language ; and wherein, r e sponsiv e to th e replay 
r e qu e st, a playing of subtitl e s is e nabl e d contemporan e ously with th e playing of th e changed 
audio . 

24. (Amended) The method of claim 21 wherein the r e play position prec e d e s th e initial 
position by a period of replay tim e that is responsiv e to a pr e established r e play pref e rence and 
portion of the video is also responsive to information defining segments of the video. 
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25. (Amended) A method of replaying a portion of a video comprising the steps of: 
receiving, during a playing of a video, a r e play request to replay a portion of the video , the 

portion of the video being responsive to a preestablished amount of time : 

skipping, responsiv e to th e r e play r e qu e st and a pr ee stablished replay pr e f e r e nc e , th e video 
to a replay position; 

changing, responsive to the replay request and to a preestablished audio preference , an 
audio of the video; 

enabling, responsive to the replay request, a playing of subtitles; 

playing, responsive to the replay request and to th e replay position , the portion of the video^ 
and the changed audio , and the subtitles ; and 

discontinuing, responsive to the replay request, the playing of the changed audio. 

26. (Amended) The method of claim 25 wherein the subtitles are in a different language 
than the language of the audio chang e d audio is sel e ct e d from th e group consisting of th e audio at 
an increased volume, th e audio with an incr e as e d dialog audio volum e , th e audio with an incr e ased 
dialog audio volum e relativ e ly to a background audio volum e , and th e audio utilizing an 
alt e rnativ e dialog audio language . 

27. (Amended) The method of claim 25 wherein the r e play position preced e s an initial 
position in the vid e o, at which the replay r e quest was r e c e iv e d, by a period of replay tim e that is 
r e sponsiv e to th e pre e stablish e d r e play pr e f e r e nc e and portion of the video is also responsive to 
information defining segments of the video. 

28. (Amended) The method of claim 25 wh e r e in th e pre e stablished r e play pref e renc e is a 
us e r pr e establish e d replay pr e f e r e nc e ; and wherein the changed audio comprises utilizing an 
alt e rnativ e dialog changing the audio language. 

29. (Amended) The method of claim 25 wherein the changed audio comprises increasing a 
dialog audio volume relatively to a background audio volume ; and wh e rein, r e spon s ive to the 
replay r e qu e st, a playing of subtitl e s is e nabl e d cont e mporan e ously with th e playing of the 
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chang e d audio . 

30. (Amended) A system capable of replaying a portion of a video comprising: 

a user interface means for receiving, during a playing of a video, a replay request to replay 
a portion of the video , the portion of the video being responsive to a preestablished amount of time ; 
and 

a random acc e ssing means for skipping, r e sponsiv e to th e replay r e qu e st and a 
pr ee stablish e d r e play pr e f e r e nc e , th e vid e o to a replay position; and 

a processing means for changing, responsive to the replay request and to a preestablished 
audio preference , an audio of the video; playing, responsive to the replay request and to th e replay 
po s ition , the portion of the video and the changed audio; and discontinuing, responsive to the 
replay request, the playing of the changed audio. 

31. (Previously submitted) The system of claim 30 wherein the changed audio is selected 
from the group consisting of the audio at an increased volume, the audio with an increased dialog 
audio volume, the audio with an increased dialog audio volume relatively to a background audio 
volume, and the audio utilizing an alternative dialog audio language. 

32. (Amended) The system of claim 30 wherein, responsive to the replay request, a 
playing of subtitles is enabled for playing the subtitles responsive to the replay request and the 
subtitles cont e mporan e ously with th e playing of th e chang e d audio . 

33. (Amended) The system of claim 30 wherein the r e play position pr e c e d e s an initial 
position in the video, at which th e r e play r e qu e st was r e c e iv e d, by a p e riod of r e play tim e that is 
r e sponsiv e to a syst e m pr ee stablish e d r e play pr e f e renc e and portion of the video is also responsive 
to information defining segments of the video. 

34. (Amended) The system of claim 30 wherein the r e play position pr e c e d e s an initial 
position in th e vid e o, at which the r e play r e qu es t was r e c e iv e d, by a p e riod of r e play tim e that 
portion of the video is cumulative responsive to a successive replay request and to information 
d e fining s e gm e nts of th e vid e o; and wh e r e in, r e sponsiv e to the replay r e qu e st, a playing of 
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subtitl e s is e nabled cont e mporan e ously with th e playing of the chang e d audio . 

35. (Amended) A method of replaying a portion of a video comprising the steps of: 
receiving, during a playing of a video, a replay request to replay a portion of the video , the 

portion of the video being responsive to a preestablished amount of time ; 

skipping, r e sponsiv e to th e r e play r e qu e st, th e vid e o to a r e play position; 

changing, responsive to the replay reques t and to a preestablished audio preference , an 
audio of the video, the changing comprising utilizing a commentary audio; 

playing, responsive to the replay request and to the r e play position , the portion of the video 
and the changed audio; and 

discontinuing, responsive to the replay request, the playing of the changed audio. 

36. (Amended) The method of claim 35 wherein the r e play portion of the video position is 
responsive to information defining segments of the video. 

37. (Amended) The method of claim 35 wherein, responsive to the replay request, a 
playing of subtitles is enabled for playing the subtitles responsive to the replay request 
cont e mporan e ously with th e playing of the chang e d audio . 

38. (Amended) A system capable of replaying a portion of a video comprising: 

a user interface means for receiving, during a playing of a video, a r e play request to replay 
a portion of the video , the portion of the video being responsive to a preestablished amount of time ; 
and 

a random acc e ssing m e ans for skipping, responsive to th e r e play requ e st, th e vid e o to a 
r e play position; 

a processing means for changing, responsive to the replay request and to a preestablished 
audio preference , an audio of the video, the changing comprising utilizing a commentary audio; 
playing, responsive to the replay request and to the r e play position , the portion of the video and the 
changed audio; and discontinuing, responsive to the replay request, the playing of the changed 
audio. 
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39. (Amended) The system of claim 38 wherein the r e play portion of the video position is 
responsive to a pr ee stablish e d r e play pr e f e r e nc e and to information defining segments of the 
video. 

40. (Amended) The system of claim 38 wherein the r e play position is r e sponsive to a 
pr ee stablish e d r e play pr e f e r e nce; and wh e rein, r e sponsive to the replay requ e st, a playing of 
subtitl e s is e nabl e d cont e mporan e ously with the playing of th e chang e d audio portion of the video 
is cumulative responsive to a successive replay request . — 
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
